Russia has long been known. by all who 


take an intelligent interest in Far Eastern [- 


affairs to work a great deal below'the surface, 
and therefore one-can hardly be surprised at 
the scrious ‘revelations made’ by the Paris 
Correspondent of the Z¥mes and: now com- 
municated by Reuter. Still, it comes as a 
decided shock to find that one of the great 
European Powers could stoop sp lw as to 
become an accessory to the murder of innoc- 
ent women and’ children, for that. is what 
Russia's alleged action aniounts to.. Of 
course these grave charges will be denied by 
Russia, that goeq without saying, but we are 
all well aware that diplomatic statements, 
particularly where Russia is concerned, are 
merely prevatications and are not worthy of 
too often the least credence. 
Russia has. made up her mind to gradually 
ae she. can manage it, the 
whole of Asia 'X@iWell, and to accomplish 
this end she will allow nothing to stand in 
het way; A Power’ which is capable of 
allowing such a disgraceful and inhuman 
massacre as that which took place at Blago- 
vostckensk,to pass‘ without the perpetrators 
being brought to justice is fully equal to such 
a crime against humanity as that now charged 
against Russia by Doctor Utar?., How long 
will it be we wonder, before ‘the rest of 
Europe understands that Russia is not to be 
‘relied upon, that her promises are only kept 
so long .as. convenient to herself, and that 
her treaties are made to be broken Whenever 
she thinks fit to do so ? , ; 
The only Power which really .has a Far: 


"| Eastern’ policy| at all is Russia, and that 


policy is summed up in’ the first sentence of 
the preceding paragraph. Once her purpose 
ts accomplished the absorbed territory will 
be closed against the test of the’ world, 
Foreign trade will be driven away by pro: 
hibitive tariffs ‘and the country will be closed 
to foreign enterprise. Russia could be 
checked by a coalition of the Powers, 
they could.be brought. to agree amongst: 
themselves, ‘but international jealousies are 
80 tife. and. the. other Powers are go un: 
decided as to the stand they intend to make 
in the ‘Far East that. it looks as though 
Russia will walk off with the cake while the 
rest are deciding the question of its division, 
America, Great Britain and Japan are sup- 
posed to be undesirous of territorial aggran- 
disement so far as China is concerned. All 
that they require, so itqis said, is the main- 
tenance of the opén door and free trade 
facilities throughout the whole af the Chinese 
Empire.
